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WHERE DOES MAN COME IN. 

An interesting article from the Sci- 
entific American on the subject: “ Is 
Man the Highest Animal!“ shows that 
man is in many respects a very inferior 
creature. Heis embryonic in some 
respects. He has neither the keen 
vision of the falcon nor the delicate 


scent of the dog. His teeth are of a 


low mammalian type, as is shown by 
his dental formula and by the presence 
of cusps upon the crowns of the teeth, 
a peculiarity of the lower mammalia, 
entirely lost in the borse, the elephant, 
and many other “ brutes.” His limbs 
‘show a similar inferiomty, since they 
are little modified, preserving even the 
full number of five digits, and in re- 
spect of these members man stands 
thgrefore very low, lower than the cow 
d the pig. He plants the whole 
le of his foot upon the ground, yet 
| except the lower mammalis, to- 
gether with man and his immedi- 
ate congeners, are plantigrade. So 
too with his stomach, which is so sim- 
ple as compared with that of a rumi- 
nant, and indeed is of about the same 
‘grade as that of the carnivora. It 
makes, however, a still more forcible 
impression to learn that the human 
face, which we admire when withdrawn 
under a high intellectual forehead, is 
perhaps the most remarkable of all the 
indices that point out man’s inferiority. 
The projecting snout is a higher struc- 
ture than the retreating human face. 
It is just as unscientific to call any 
one animal species the highest, as to 
pitch upon any plant to stand at the 
head of the vegetable kingdom. 


CARING FOR DE DE LONG 8S BODY. 


Arrangements have have been made by 
Governor Tchernieff, of Yakutsk, to 
have the tombs of De Long and party 
covered with a deep layer of earth, to 
prevent the possibility of the sun 
thawing the bodies. If this be done 
promptly, doubtless the bodies will 
remain untouched by decay forever, 
as the ground remains frozen on the 
delta all the year round at a depth of 
two feet.

FOREICN TELEGRAMS. 
| Difficulties in the Way of Restoring 
Order. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 19. 
That Arabi Pasha has been greatly 
encouraged by British inaction, this is 


made manifest by his activity. His 


patrols have penetrated within five 
miles of the city walls. Palace offi- 
cials are continually asking when we 
are going to act against him. Offi- 
cials ascribe much of the present evil 
to the intrigues of Dervish Pasha. He 
is suspected of conimunicating with 
the rebels the last few days. De Les- 
seps has arrived bere. He had an in- 
terview with the Khedive to-day. The 
chief difficulty of restering order con- 
tinues to arise through quarrels and 
conduct of the Greeks, The. hatred 
of them by Arabs is intense. Lord 
Charles Beresford is taking every pre- 
caution against an outbreak. He has 
issued a notice that he will make no 
distinction between Europeans and 
natives. = 


Grinding His Kuife. 
Atmexanpria, July 19. 
The Eastern telegraph company’s 
land line between Suez and Alexan- 
dria, is intact within 16 miles of Alex- 
andria. The town is deserted. Arabi 


Pasha has ordered Mudiers to pay 
taxes to him for war purposes. Arabi 
Pasha proposes to kill all the Turks in 
Egypt. He says as there are not many 
throats to cut, better cut them now. 
There are afew American and German 
citizens still at their respective con- 
sulates. Arabi has a steam launch on 
Maratouth canal bringing him provis- 
ions, and this probably explains why 
he has net cut the canal.

Reports 
come from Cairo that Arabi sent a 
party of soldiers to pillage the capitol.

Observing with satisfac- 
tion that the Powers have formally and 
repeatedly recorded their deference to 
the incortestible and unquestioned 
rights and sovereighty of the Sultan, 
the undersigned, by the Sultan’s or- 
der, informs the Ambassadors that the 
Porte consents to participate in the 
conference. (Signed) SAID. 

The conference meets to-day to dis- 
cuss the reply to this communication. 
It is thonght probabie a fresh invita- 
tion to join the conference will now be 
addressed to the Perte. 


British Columbia in Trouble. 
Victoria, B. C., July 20.

smallest of these ledges is three feet 
wide, the largest fourteen, and the 
drifts have been so worked that an 
immense body of ore is in sight. In 
two of the veins are found seams of 


stuff like soot; it is seft.and can be 4 


easily picked out. This is immensely 
rich; the gold is very fine. When a 
sample of this stuff was washed out iu 


a horn and a little quicksilver dropped 
upon it, a pellet of amalgam was 
formed nearly as large as a pea. Some 
time ago one of the levels in the mine 
Was buffered to cave in through ne- 
glect. The workings were near the 
surface, and this cave has opened a 
great hole, like a quarry, in the moun- 
tain side. On the upper side of this 
space the rock is exposed about 25 
feet high and about 60 feet across; 
the whole of this is veined with quartz, 
and an old experienced mine superin- 
tendent said he firmly believes it 
would pay well to open up the whole 
mountain side, work it like a quarry 
and mill all the rock. To work it in 
this way would require very large 
milling capacity. About half a mile 
above the mine the mountain rises 
very suddenly toa height of about a 
thousand feet. Up the face of this 
ridge the ledge is easily traced, and 
on over the summit, and again down 
the other side, till it appears in the 
bottom of the stream about a mile 
and a half up the canyon. On the 
further side of the ridge the vein 
bears a very large per cent of copper, 
and is owned by other parties. Up 
there some work is now being done 
by arastas. 
THE METHOD
